Claim Objections 

Claims 1, 2. and 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
On line 2, "used" should be - -use- -. 
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2. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the package" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

3. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the mounting legs" in line 6. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

4. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the photographic lens device lens device" in line 6. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

5. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the back panel" in line 9. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the hard thin plate" in line 10. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

7. On line 12, the words "is" and "an" should be omitted and replaced with the word 
- -has- -. 

8. On line 13, the word "being" should be omitted. 

9. Claim 2 recites the limitation "the continuation strap body" in line 13. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The phrase, "the mounting legs of the photographic lens device assembly are 
mounted onto the flexible photographic lens device assembly" renders claim 1 indefinite 
because the phrase is redundant and it cannot be determined what exactly is being 
claimed. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one yeai" prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kamei et 
al., U.S. Patent No. 5,528,698. 

Kamei discloses an "improved structure of a chip package for use in the 
package structure of a digital photographic lens device with hidden chip connected with 
transmission lines"(see 200 of FIG. 4); a "digital photographic lens device assembly" 
with "mounting legs"(see 414, 420, and 510 of FIGS. 4 and 5); a "flexible circuit 
board"(see 410 and 412 of FIG. 4 and 5); and a "hard thin board"(see 422 of FIG. 4). 
Features and functions of the claimed elements are similarly met by the features and 
functions of the above mentioned elements.
